Remarks 



A. Claims in the Case 

Claims 3, 10, and 13 have been amended. Claims 11 and 20 have been cancelled. Claims 
42-54 have been added. Claims 1-10, 12-19, 22-23, and 27-54 are pending. 

B. Interview With The Examiner 

On July 2, 2004 Applicant's representative had a telephonic interview with the Examiner. 
Applicant sincerely appreciates the Examiner taking the time to discuss the case. In the interview 
amendments to the claims to overcome non-substantial issues with the claims was discussed.
